PUBLIC  HEAJjTH  DEPARTMENT  STAFF 


My  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1950  drew  your  attention  to  the 
necessity  for  an  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  if  the  public  Health 
Department  is  to  carry  out  its  obligations. 

The  matter  has  been  discussed  frequently  by  your  Public  Health 
Committee  most  of  whom  consider  that  the  need  for  clerical  assistance 
does  no.t  exist  and  whilst  the  need  for  additional  technical  staff 
is  admitted  the  cost  of  this  -  rather  less  than  the  product  of  a 
penny  rate  -  is  considered  to  be  excessive. 

The  problem  of  dealing  with  an  increasing  volume  of  w ork  with 
a  fixed  and  fully  occupied  staff  therefore  remains.
